One year of the Korean war has transformea 


the political structure of the United Nations and. 
jaid the foundations of the first practical syst.m‘of 


collective security in-history. 
That, according to United Nations 


observers, 


was the dominant effect on the world organisation 
of the Korean war, which broke, out a year ago to- 


morrow. : 


The pre-Korcan “cold war" 
after the United Nations Charter 
was signed in 1945, the collapse 
of the Chinese Natlonalist 
regime which signed the Charter, 
and the war itsolg brought this 
fundamental change: 

The Security Council, the 
-world organisation's executive 
body in which “Big = Five’ 
unaniinity is necessary for 
action, no longer has the last 


.word on_internatlona] peace and, 


security, 

The Charter machinery has 
been revised to function even 
{f Russia uses the veto, 

The “Acheson Plan” ‘of last 
November gave ‘the Gencral 
Assembly permission to take 
over the Security Council's 
function if it was deadlocked, 

The absence of the chief 
Soviet delegate, Mr Jacob 
Malik, from the Counell meet- 
ing on June 25, 1950, the day 
the North Korean agaression 
began and from other meetings 
up to last August, was regarded 
by United Natlons observers as 
the historic turning point Iead~ 
ing to the United Nations’ 
altered structure, 

PRECEDENTS SET 

The Soviet boycott, con- 
sidered a tactleal error, en- 
abled the foundation of a 
working collective security 
system to be soundly lald, It 
led to the creatlon of the 
“World Army” in Korea. 

The Collective Measures (Or 
Sanctlons)»Committee’ was cited 
here as. another political ad- 
vance made by the world body 
as_n result of the Korean war. 

It was called the forerunner 
of a permanent “shoadow" 
United Nations Army. 

Observers also belicved that 
the Good Offices Committec, 
though unsuccessful in its 
efforts to achieve a truce and 
subsequent ‘peace in Korea, had 
also established precedents for 
new United Natioris machinory, 
‘Summing up, these observers 
thought that United Nations 
members outslda the Soviet 
bloc -were cdnvincetl that the

JAPANESE TREATY 


In discussing the Japanese 
peace treaty, Mr Dulles ruled 
out the idea of reparations for 
the Philippines and other coun- 
trices who are still claiming 
them, 

“We don't think the Japanese” 
are able to pay much reparn-' 
tions unless we put up the 
money,” he said, adding that 
unless the United ‘States pald, 
heavy reparations would prob- 
~Japan™ into™ Com» 
muntsm and there was already 
a considerable Communist threat 
in Japan. 

The Communists there had 
been fighting -the proposed 
peace treaty and had even 
threatened an Invasion . of 
Japan to prevent it. He took 
the question about the Philip-

Poundution of all bowling 
fechnique Is the ability to pitch 
the ball where you intend. This, 
of course, may not always be 
on the same spot, but, varies 
with the batsman and the nature 
of the pitch, at not’mal speed. 

Normal speed may be a vague 
term, ‘but infers the speecd with. 
which a bowler delivers she ball 
without any exceptional effort. 

Many young bowlers are in- 
clined to try and bowl too fas', 
and therefore - sacrifice both 
accuracy and variety. 

To piich the ball continually 
on the same spot is not sufficient. 
When necessary you: must be 
able to attack the off stump, 
teg stump, or alter the pitch of 
the ball 2 yard or so either way. 

HAVE A PLAN 

Once accuracy has deen 
achieved by dint of constant 
practice, you are more than half 
way towards becoming a bowler. 

Here are some © hints which 
will, I hope, be of help in 
bowling with a definl'e plan. | 

Always attack the stumps, 
especially with the new ball. By 
bowling wide of them you are 
wasting energy, because batsmen 
may ignore such deliveries when 
they, should. be.compelled.to offer. 
some ison. of a stroke, 

1 om horrified at the amount 
of almlessness in bowling. Tu 
send down a succession of balls 
without any definite plan in 
mind js the worst possible form 
of. bowling. : 

A bowler always has some 
hope of foxing the- batsmen so 
long as he feels he fs making him 
think. And if he makes the 
batsman come to - the wrong 
decision on how to play a par- 
tkular ball, he .may get his 
wicket. This is what invesis 
bowlng with such fascination. 

IT’S A CREME 

Never bowl short. That ls the 
main crime of a bowler, unless 
it is done with some definite 
Intention, Even then it Is only 
Permissible from the fis'!, or 
fast-medium, bowler. 

The shert-pitched bouncer is 
part of a fast bowler's armoury, 
‘to be used ns an element of sur- 
prise and to keep a baicman for 
ever wary by looking for it. 

If any particular ba'sman has 
a liking fer the hook stroke you 
may succeed in having him 
caught at fine, or square, leg, off 
a short one. 

But don't overdo the short 
onc, as it is one of your cur- 
prises. Sot your field and ¢hen 
bowl to it. If you can't. bowl 
to a field then it Js imposzxble 
‘0 set one. ‘ 

Lastly, practice. A great 
bowler isn't made in-a day, a 
weck, or even a year. Bowling 
is an art requiring both practice 
and an ability to think,
